and plant of any city In Northern 
\ViwnnHin. 
The present buildings 


and machinery are to be replaced by 
new, entirely, and the whole system 
enlarged to about double its present 
capacity. 


Mr. W. S. Pierce, the ropresentative 


of the General Electric Company, 
met with tins town board and com- 
mittee of citizens Monday evening, 
explained what his company con- 
templated doing in case the hoard 
would extend the franchise. They 
will buy a now site, probably on the 
north side, and will build thereon a 
central station aud por/er houxe of 
stone and 
brick, thoroughly fire 


proof and of modern architectural 
design. The machinery at at present 
.used will be replaced by larger parts. 
For Instance, In place of the two 90 
horse power engines, they will put in 
two 200 horse |iower. The lines and 
equipment are all to be overhauled 
.or replaced. The town's contract 
for lighting will be Improved. The 
twelve hundred candle power street 
lamps will be replaced by 2000 power 
and the lights will ruu all night, 
every night in the yenr, at no higher 
price. Citizens will be enabled to 
secure light in either residences or 
pusiuess places at no more cost than 
atr present in any case aud much 
lower In many raxes. 


The town 
board 
informed Mr. 


Pierce that he could rely upon an ex- 
tension ni the franchise being made 
when the proper contracts were 
drawn up. 
The transfer from C. 


Faust to the new company will Ite 
made April 1st, aud the work of con- 
structing the new plant will be begun 
at once. 


Tbe coming of this concern to 


town in more ways than one. They 
will invest about one hundred thous- 
and dollar* here permanent!.,. They 
are 'the greatest electric concern in 
the world aud that they should de- 
sire to secure the plant and franchise 
here is a good pointer on how out- 
side capitalists look at the town's 
prospects.

The general aspect of the Fuegians 


is most wretched and degraded. 
Their 


hideously ugly faces express The gross- 
est stupidity, and their persons are 
both stunted and misshapen. The aver- 
age height of the men does not exceed 
five feet two inches, that of the women 
four feet eight inches, nnd owing to 
their habit of standing' in a. stooping at- 
titude they look even less than their 
actual height. But although they nrc 
veritable pygmies in stature, yet their 
bodies arc exceedingly large, and their 
general appearance is sucli as might re- 
Mull from tacking on to the trunk of a 
giant the arms and legs of a child. 
These degraded specimens of humanity 
are indeed what Fitv.roy termed them, 
"satires upon mankind." 


Their color appears to be a dirty cop- 


per bronze, but as those of them whom 
I encountered were, witlrout excep- 
tion, very filthy and licgrimed with 
smoke, it is difficult to specify their 
precise hue. Thn very young children 
arc light brown in color, with the ex- 
ception of the palms of the, hands and 
the soles of the feet, which are of u 
dirty yellow. The heads of the. adults 
are covered with coarse black hair 
which falls in lank masses to the neck 
behind and on each side of the face, 
l>ut is cut away from before the eyes.

They move about ou the lawn, or pre- 
Eide at their luncheon tables under tho 
trees or over their hampers in their car- 
riages; they chat and promenade, taken 
light interest in the races, walk aliout 
the paddock and look at the horses, do 
the honors in a box or rest in their scats 
at the grand stand; but one doesn't see 
them hauling out money to put on a 
horse or chasing around to find out 
"what's good in this race." One doesn't 
•ee them consulting the tips in the morn- 
ing papers, or Jack's tips, or anybody's 
tips, or in any way Knowing that they 
are afflicted with a severe attack of 
gambling fever. 


The English women are the most 


charming feature of the English races. 
They, with their lovely toilets and holi- 
day airs, give it the garden party flavor 
that helps tu keep it a sport instead of a 
business. 


But it's not in nature for them to al- 


ways look on and never participate. 


English women have a finger in the 


racing pie also. 
You'd hardly sus|>cc_'tit

17th and ISih of Octolx 
Ibl3, at the famous "Buttle of the II 
dons," aii engagement that cost I/.- 
poleon 78,000 men, 300 cannon and !,(".":. 
standards. 


Karl Friedrich Muller was present :. 


Qnatre Bras on the 16th ami at Water 
loo on the 18th of Jane, 1815. After tlu 
victory he marched with his battery 01 
artillery to Paris and remained in tin 
French capital during the whole perio.i 
of occupation by the allied armies. Kui i 
Mailer, who began his military career H; 
fifteen, was never wounded and rose to 
the rank of *> general in the Hanoverian 
Mi-vice. 


Ha retired on a pension not lung be- 


fore the overthrow of his sovereign, with 
whose misfortunes he sympathized, and 
to whose cause he remained strongly at- 
tached. On Sept. 80, in presence of u 
ra*t concourse of people, this distin- 
guished man was buried with full mill 
tary honors, and the identical colors 
carried by the brave Hanoverians at 
Waterloo were unfurled around his 
(rave.—Notes and Queries.

condition, and while he makes his 
charger fit must not forget to render 
himself BO too. He should carefully 
watch how his horse takes.its food anil 
vary the amount of it, the time of feed- 
ing and the nature of forage, to as t 
insure that the auimul derives the max 
irnum amount of benefit from the uour 
ishment it takes. 


Then he should endeavor by experi- 


ment to disc-over the pace which suits 
its conformation best and the most ju- 
dicious manner of varying it, so as to 
afford relief to the muscles and yet get 
over the ground. 


The particular pace that best suits the 


animal having been arrived at, itshcnlt" 
be trained to go at that pace evenly an' 
methodically and with the regularity o 
a machine.
